DAY KOR FILING IS PAST 


No Action 
brought to Prevent 
Re- 
Opening of Hotel at York Springs 


Closed by Court. 


The last day for tiling remonstran­ 
ces to the granting of liquor licenses 
in Adams County is past, and only 
two such papers have been presented 
at the office of Clerk of the Courts 
Sheely. 
These are against the Elk 
Horn Hotel, at Bendersville, and the 
Hotel Bigler, at Biglerville. 
In view of the fact that applica­ 
tions had been 
tiled for 
the 
Y ork 
Springs Hotel, York Springs, and the 
Colonnade, McSherrystown, both 
which are now without license, it was 
expected that remonstrances might 
be filed against them also but nothing 
of this sort appeared. There had a h i 
been a report that Gettysburg tem ­ 
perance forces would endeavor to cut 
down the number of licenses in the 
town by using the argument that non­ 
necessity had been proved last sum­ 
mer when the town was entirely with­ 
out license for many weeks. 
The remonstrance* that were filed 
accordingly came from a rather un­ 
expected source, though the Bigler­ 
ville-Bendersville section has an espe­ 
cially active prohibition population, 
and several years ago tried to knock 
out the hotel at the latter place. 
The applicant at Biglerville is Wil­ 
liam H. Broom. 
Fifty 
three 
men 
signed th* remonstrance against 
the 
granting of the license alleging, 
“ First: The hotel to be licensed is 
mot necessary for the accommodation 
of the public an i the entertainment 
of visitors and travelers. 


“Second: The said license to .se!! 
liquors is not necessary." 
George E. Deardorff qualified to the 
above* and then there was appended 
to the remonstrance a notation sign­ 
ed by John D. Keith as attorney for 
the remonstrants, reading “The above 
application is objected to as being 
insufficient in law." 


In the case of the Elk Horn Hotel 
at Bendersville 
the 
petitioner 
is 
Frank K- Bau-*man and, 
in addition 
to the two reasons given against the 
Biglerville license then is added this 
third one: 
“The applicant. Frank R. Bausman, 
is not a fit person, and is not quali­ 
fied as a person to whom such license 
should be granted.”

The hearing of all application? and 
remonstrances is scheduled for next 
Friday, January lith , at 10:30 in the 
morning,

My dear folks:— 
Our stay in Gibraltar 
was 
very 
short. 
Coaled ship and away. 
We 
rounded Cape St. Vincent and then 
our troubles b**gan. 
Wind, cold and 
storm. Big seas rolled up and threat­ 
ened to - a amp us. The wind tore at 
our canvas awning and ripped sever­ 
al sections off. 
Our stancheons were 
bent like pipe stems. Seas came over 
the deck and tore lashings right and 
left. Chests, lockers, drums of paint 
and ammunition were carried through 
the life lines. All hands piped on deck 
to furl the awming. 
You’ve read sea stories and how 
they claw and twist the canvas? How 
the wind tears the icy canvas from 
your grasp, 
leaving torn and 
raw 
fingers. 
Well, 
in our little 
way we 
had a grand taste of just that. T is 
needless to tell you how I 
enjoyed 
it. ’Twas a good fight. 
With wind nearly 
blowing 
you 
away, you crawled over the spread­ 
ers to slash the tops and 
then the 
canvas, tilling with wind, nearly car­ 
ried you along. 
A big sea 
comes 
over and you make a dive 
for your 
life. 
I guess we worked 
for

hours lashing that canvas on deck. 
We were lashing the last section 
and a big sea caught us and swept 
us off our feet. 
I made a grand dive,
